Resistance can take 
many forms — survival, 
public demonstrations, 
uprisings, organised 
defence, and, ultimately, 


armed struggle. 

Any realistic analysis of 
the balance of political forces 
in Britain shows the right con- 
solidating its power with ure 
bounded confidence. On the 
other hand, the left is in dis- 
array. 


While the left has involved 
itself with the dissemination 
of ideas, working class resis- 
tance has centred on practi- 
cal work solidly based on our 
communities’ opposition to 
the forces of repression. 

Black working class com- 
munities have had to look to 
their own resources. In 
defending their interests, 
they have had to confront 
state racism and the 
criminalisation of the inner 
city communities. 

In recent years three 
people have died in Stcke 


Newington police station — 
Aseta Simms, Michael Fer- 
reira and Colin Roach. Within 
days of the station's demoli- 
tion in 1987 Tunay Hassan 
died at Dalston police station 
where Stoke Newington 
Police had been transferred. 
Earlier, Trevor Monerville 
had had brain surgery after 
being held in Stoke 
Newington police station. 
But the Hackney and 
Stoke Newington com- 
munities have fought back.

Following a successtul 
torchlit march remembering 
the dead and injured in 
January of this year the 
Trevor Monerville Campaign 
and Hackney Anti-Fascist

Defence Association. 

With support from estab- 
lished groups, including the 
Newham Monitoring Project 
and East London’s Com- 
munity Alliance for Police Ac- 
countability, the HCDA has 
been established as a 
federation. 


Malpractice 


The bases of the HCDA’s 
work are the many instances 
of racistfiascist atlacks and 
police malpractice. 

The importance of cam- 
paigns is evident. The recent 
acquittal of Trevor Monerville 
and others of 32 serious 
criminal charges was largely 
due to the efforts of the 
Trevor Monerville Campaign. 

Most such cases result in 
convictions and lengthy 
prison sentences. Yet the 


Trevor Monerville Campaign, 
by working with chosen 
solicitors and barristers, en- 
sured justice prevailed 
against a police fabricated 
case, 

Where justice is not gained 
in the courts campaigns play 
central partin informing the 
community of the truth. 

For example, the inquest 
into Colin Roach’s death 
after he was shot in the foyer 
of Stoke Newington Police 
Station in 1983 reached a 
verdict of suicide. The Roach 
Family Support commitiea 
established beyond doubt 
that Colin Roach could not 
have shot himself.

Many of 
them are forced to spend lengthy spells in police 
cells because remand centres are too full to deal 
with them. It says they should be given better 
washing facilites, and more exercise facilites,

Neither Trevor nor his family have received any 
compensation for his injuries or loss of potential 
camings, It could be another five years before his 
civil action reaches the courts, So there is no pro- 
spect of any compensation for many years to come.
